"W h en the Republican party was 
organized there were no home m ar­ 
kets for the products of the farm be­ 
cause a large* percentage of the people 
were engaged in agriculture. 
It be­ 
came evident that industries should be 
diversified. 
It cost too much to take 
our products to foreign countries and 
left but a small margin for the pro­ 
ducers. 
The Republican party urged 
the building up of factories and shops 
so that we could have markets nearer 
by. 
The theory was that the manu­ 
facturer and his working people should 
have protection to the extent of the 
difference in the cost of production at 
home and abroad. 
“ The 
present 
administration 
has 
been 
doing things. 
The 
interstate 
commerce commission will do justice 
between the shipper and the carrier 
The tariff has been modified. 
Any 
country’ discrim inating w ill 
be 
dis 
criminated against. 
Our goods will 
go on equal terms to other countries 
or the law w ill be used. 
‘‘The department of agriculture is 
in touch with all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
It has ll,OOO specialists, making 
research into conditions which inter­ 
est the farmer. 
A few years ago near­ 
ly all our rice was imported. 
Along 
the Gulf of Mexico we now raise the 
equivalent of a * I rice used in the Unit 
ed States. 
W e import some, but we 
also 
export some. 
Along the North­ 
ern 
border states 
we make 500,000 
tons of sugar from beets. 
Our last 
beet 
sugar crop 
was worth nearly 
$100,000,000. 
Adopt 
Democratic pol­ 
icies and put sugar on the free list 
and the growth of beets and making 
of sugar would stop. 


Shipments of Citrus Fruits. 


"From California 42,000 cars of citrus 
fruits were shipped 
Fast last year. 
Take off the duty and we w ill get the 
fruit 
from Mediterranean 
countries 
where cheap labor prevails. 
“ W e are studying dry land farming. 
Already we have found a wheat from 
Northern Africa which will grow on 
our dry lands, and we are now get 
ting about 60,000,000 bushels of wheat 
annually from that land. 
There is no 
reason why we should not raise all 
the wheat we want on those lands 
alone. 
Meat producing will follow. 
"Food prices are dear and people 
are blaming the tariff for protecting 
food prices. 
Food cannot come from 
Europe. 
It is up to the people who 
buy farm products in the cities, towns 
and villages to look into their own af­ 
fairs a little. 
The average profit put 
sn meats last year by the retailers was 
38 per cent. 
Is the farmer to blam e7 
Is the tariff to blam e? 
If people must 
use the telephone to order by, and 
goods are delivered from butchers and 
grocery stores at much greater ex 
pense than in the past, who is to 
blame? 
It would be well for people to 
give more attention to the transit of 
products from the farm to the table, 
“ Rut there is reason in some of the 
increases. 
Our 
country 
is 
growing 
fast. 
N early 1,000,000 people come to 
us from abroad every year, and per­ 
haps as many more by natural in­ 
creases. 
Most of the foreigners and 
many of the younger generations set­ 
tle in towns. 
If a small percentage 
of the people of towns and villages 
would become producers and get the 
benefit of the high prices of products 
of the field the equilibrium would coon 
be established, and the high prices 
may contribute to this very end ”

every driver except Caleb Bragg in a 
Fiat In the first 
mile and a 
half. 
Bragg’s engine worked badly and Bur­ 
man won easily.

Nicolas Yassilievlteh Morose(f, who 
owns 300 dairies and many packing 
bouses in Siberia, vows he will try 
to reduce the eost of living in Amoriea 
by exporting his products here and 
will make money if he does. 
II** is 
one of- the largest suppliers of the En 
ropcan market, a former president of 
the budget committee of Moscow, bis 
home, and a member of various mu 
uieipal lindies In Russia. 
In a word. 
besides being a very wealthy b u sin ess 
man. Mr. Morozoff is deeply interest 
cd In th** political w elfare of his na­ 
tive land, where he is a member of the 
radical wing of tho Liberal party. 
“ The prices of food are extravagant, 
enormous,” sn i*l Mr. Morozoff. 
“ W hen 
I read in our newspapers that a bottle 
of milk c o sts S or 0 cents and that til** 
price of an egg Is often 4 cents I did 
not believe it. 
But I see it is a fact, 
and the people of New York should bo 
ashamed that they pay such prices. It 
would not be so strange if high prices 
prevailed In Moscow, which Is control­ 
led by an autocratic government in 
which great corruption exists. 
“ But I ain sure that, bad as our gov 
eminent is. It would not permit the 
greed of a corporation to extort 
!> 
cents for a bottle of milk. 
“ The regular price of a bottle of 
milk In M oscow is J cents; tilt* price of 
an egg is never more than 1% cents. 
“ The cost of living here Is higher 
than anywhere else in th** world. 
I 
ain certain I can supply th** New York 
market with meat, butter, eggs and 
milk from Siberia at price* af least 
a third less than tho*** prevailing now, 
and I would still have a handsome 
profit left. 
“ The people hero have the power to 
control their cor|K>ratlons,’* Mr. Moro 
zoff continued. 
"W h y they hesitate to 
do so I cannot understand.
